Mounts: Rains 


Hit Mid-West 


Five Reported Dead; 
Great Property 
Loss Seen 


The current storm in Placerville re- 
corded .16 of an inch of precipitation 
up to 3 o’clock this afternoon. Re- 
ports from Camp Five of the P. G. & 
E. Company said there were three 
inches of new snow on the ground. 


CHICAGO (lP)—Rain clouds today 
swept new terrors through the make- 
shift shelters where thousands of refu- 
gees huddled out of reach of raging 
river torrents in Indiana, Tlinois, 
Kentucky and Missouri. 

While National Guardsmen mobiliz- 
ed to patrol weakening levees in South- 
eastern Missouri and Red Cross offi- 
cials administered to stricken farmers 
in Southern Indiana and Illinois, gov- 
ernment observers warned that more 
rain today may add to the threats of 
the most dangerous winter floods 
since 1927. 

Five persons were dead, three 
Ohio and two in Indiana. Barns and 
light equipment have been swept off 
hundreds of farms, and highways and 
residences have been damaged. Busi- 
ness losses of river bank factories and 
mines mounted hourly as rising wat- 
ers forced abandonment of operations. 

Farmers and river-front dwellers in 
Pennsylvania and Ohio, housed for five 
days by neighbors and public officials, 
packed the few belongings they saved 
from the inundation and prepared to 
return to their homes in dread antici- 
pation of finding them coated with 
mud and ice, or swept away by the 
torrents. 

In Indiana, Kentucky, Illinois and 
Missouri, However, other hundreds 
were warned that the rivers roaring 
past their homes had not yet carried 
off the burden of unseasonable rains 
in the upper Ohio and Missouri val- 
leys, that more rain today may sweep 
the torrents still farther inland. 

Refugees in Southeastern Missouri 
pinned, their hopes on 1,900 WPA 
workers and nearly aS many National 
Guardsmen fighting day and night to 
keep the St. Francis River within its 
levees. Sandbags were piled atop lev- 
ees to keep the river from sweeping 
over valuable farmland as it rose above 
its restraining walls in several districts 
from St. Francis, Arkansas to Card- 
well, Missouri. 

One section of the levee near Card- 
well broke “Saturday and sent the 
muddy waters rolling over 6,000 acres 
of fertile land. Another break was re- 
ported in the same district last night. 
The river swirled over its levees to- 
ward abandoned farm houses Satur- 
day night around St. Francis and 
Kennett, Missouri. 

Four more companies of National 
Guardsmen were summoned from Ken- 
nett, Haiti and Charleston, Missouri, 
to help plug the gaps with sandbags 
and brush. 

The week-end of fair weather medi- 
ated damage in Pennsylvania 
Ohio. The most dangerous excess of 
flood water was carried off over the 
week-end in these districts, and refu- 
gees prepared to return to their 
homes.
